These three roads, tbu ur-ite- fn a common cat-

astrophe, have had very little in common hut their
embarrassments. The New York and Erie Rail,
road Company has been practically insolvent for
years, and, bnt for an extraordinary coincidence of
financial skill and pood fortune, would have passed
out cf the hands of the stockholders a few months
after the Scliuvler" crisis. No person of eood
judgmeut has believed in it since then; and latterly
if embarrassments have been so notorious that its
failure will take no one by aurpriaa.

Very different has been the character of the M-
ichigan Central Compiny. Until within a few
months, its character, as well in an industrial as a
financial point of view, ftood very high indeed. It
was understood to be chiefly owned and controlled
by solid men io Bonton end the Wsst, to whom the
idea of Hock speculation never could present it-

self. - It was naid to be managed not only with sci-
ence, and economy, but ali-- with integrity; railway
critics used it com-tant'- y as the standard by which
to measure doubtful concerns. These merits were
reflected in its financial returne; it paid ten per
cent dividends regularly, and ita stock which was
scarce sold but a trifle under par in our markets
and tlioee of Europe. Ruin, overtaking such a
concern as this, and in so frightfully sudden a man-
ner, will stagger the most rexolute minds, and may
well warrant the boldest scepticism in a reference
to railway values.

The Illinois Central Company was the original
and the exemplar of another class of railways the
land grant enterprises. Only a few years since, it
obtained from Congress 2,500,000 acres of land
in great part selected v the company in the State
of INitioi. With the deeds of this land in their
pocket, the company's agents went out to England,
and raised in round figures twenty millions in va-

rious shapes and at various times for the construc-
tion of 700 miles of road from Cairo, the southern
extremity of the State of Illinois to Chicago in the
North. The road was built. Part of the land was
sold.

Three years ago it appeared almost certain that
that the sales of the land would in a very short
time pay the whole cost of the road, leavin? to the
stockholders, free of cost, first the finest railway in
the country; secondly, a balance ol many hundreds
of thousands of acres of land. Assuredly this wa?
an enterprise which mitht command confidence;
the stock might well Bell at a premium ranging
from 20 to 40, and be regarded as a security equal
in character to the best State stocks, in which tb.6
widow and the orphan might safely invest their
little patrimony. For all this, it has failed. The
receipts from the sales of land have proved so in-
finitely small (most of the lands being sold on cred-
it, at absurdly low rates of interest) as to be of no
account in ballancing the loss on a long, unprofita-
ble railway, running through an unhabited section
of country. Complaints of the absence of water
and wood on the company's land have been gener-
ally circulated, and it is said that settlers who have
lived on it for three years have found it cheaper to
abandon their improvements and move over into
Iowa, than to complete the workthey had begun.
Meanwhile, the loss on the running of the road,
and the cot of never-endin- g additions and repairs
have required the company to carry a large float-
ing debt, which has now sunkthem at last.

It is quite certain that this beginning of suspen-
sions among the railways will be foilowed by other
catastrophes of a like nature as the crieis continues.
Many other great railways throughout the country
will probably fail this fell.

Setting aside the sympathy which one may feel
for individual stockholders who have been duped
into investing their savings in this way, it cannot
be disguised that the failure of these principal rail
ways will be, both immediately and ultimately, a
gain to the country at large. It is supposed that
the failures of railways which have already occurr-
ed will liberate; in the course of the next thirt)
dayG, full twelve millions of money, heretofore used
lo ehavjrig rail"7 fafc tt'o so leu sci tout.
per mouth, and which will now be turned to good
account for the relief of the merchants. It it a real
bleeping to get rid of such needy and such enor
moua borrowers as these railway corporations have
been.

And furthermore, when the Erie Railroad, or
any other reat enterprise of the like kiud, is
brought to the hammer and sold out, or foreclosed
opon by bondholders,, It will not command a price
much eiceeding one-four- th or one-thir- d of its com-
monly reputed cost.

The Erie will probably be taken, for instance, at
something like twelve to fourteen millions of doU
lara, iustead of forty; the New York Central at the
same rate; and th other great roads in proportion.
At these prices, under a sound management, we
should consider railways about as good invert-fron- ts

as any in the country. They would then be
enabled to devote their whole energies to their pro-
per busiuees of carrying pussengera and freight,
and there is tio reason why they should not do ait
good business as the steamers, the ships, or tha
express companies.;

So long as the commotion in the financial
affairs of the country wore the aspect of a
panic or a crisis, we Ireated it as a panic,
or crisk These terms imply sadden erents
of 'short duration. Three weeks ago,
these terms seemed to ua applicable to the
then 'existing state of affairs. We had no-reaso-

n

to believe but that the panic wonld

soon pass away.- - We saw the produce of

the 'West and of the South still in the
hands of the producers we believed it3
timely shipment would give the relief so

much desired we saw the principal bank-

ing institutions of the South and West still
standing firmly we even saw some of the
most powerful banks at the North, though
evidently cramped, still bravely breasting
the storm, only awaiting the assistance of
the banks and the produce of the South and
West to come forward in its due course,
andjlift the weight which was so oppressive

and we had no reason to think but that
this process would take place, and that
the panic would be only a panic. We then
urged our banks here to stand firm being
satisfied of their solvency, we were grati-
fied that they turned a deaf ear to the ap-

peal of the merchants here, to suspend.
We thought this appeal premature,
and hoped and trusted that such a
step could be avoided. Since then
however, the panic has lost its character.
If it is a panic now, it is chronic and it
is next to impossible to tell at what time
we are really to have the crisis. The de-

rangement has become more and more gen-

eral until the whole South and West are
deeply and painfully involved, and the
panic and alarm, have grown to be a
fixed and settled pressure, pervading all
sections and all classes. We now see the
strongest banks in the Union in all parts
of the Union bending before the storm.
The banks of the 'South and West that
have continued specie payment, have done
so with fear and trembling, and have been
mainly employed in fortifying themselves
against the worst. Thus the produce, the
true relief, has been neglected, and we see
the cotton and grain and tobacco, &c, still
in the hands of the producer. Every day
brings the news of further suspensions, and
the country is flooded with uncurrentmon
ey while gold and silver are at an enor-
mous premium. The notes of specie pay
ing banks are all the rage. Brokers and
speculators, who are moved by an utter
disregard of all interests save their own,
are flying through the country, by them-
selves and by agencies, buying up the notes
of those banks which still pay out coin
they take those notes to the counters of
those banks, and having obtained the gold,
ship it to where it will bring them the pre-

mium. Every means of relief is lost sight
of, and the whole payment of specie is made
the basis of speculation and still further
depression. By continued specie pay-
ments a few, the broker, the speculator
and the rich who have retired from active
business on large fortunes, are benefitted;
but the great mass of business men and
poor men, whose all of capital aud credit
depends upon a ready exchange, and a few
dollars, are left to die by the way side.
The poor man's few sacks of grain are left
to the weavil and the mould, his few bales
of cotton to the damps and mildews of the
ware-hous- e, while the rich on fast horses,
booted and spurred, over-rid- e them and the
country. It is in this state of ;things that
we now, applaud the suspension of our city
banks.' We consider it best for the peo-

ple, the farmer, the merchant, the mechan-
ic, that this should be the case. Our banks,
by this course, put themselves in a condi-
tion io benefit the community at large to
furnish discounts, aud exchange, to apply
whatever means they may have to the re-

lief and nothing but the relief of the peo-

ple. If they are solvent and honest, they
will do it.

To us it appears the acme of folly to in-

dulge lengthy diatribes about the abstract
question of the policy of banking to de-

liver soporific homilies on bank morality
and to cut and slash banks, bankers and
bank directories, charging upon them all
the ills with which the country is afflicted.
Suppose the whole system of baukiug is"

wrong, in theory and practice that the
whole race of bankers are a set of shavers,
speculators, fehylocks, and suppose theae
facts all absolutely proven to the country;
that is a lesson for the future. It gives no
aid or comfort iu present, actual, substan-
tive distresses. We have facts to deal
with, not theories it is not the time for
speculation, but for action. lie who is in
peril thinks not so much of the manner or
cause of his adventure, as the means of es-

cape. If banks are really bad institutions,
let us steer clear of them hereafter, and we
can afford to discuss the question here-
after; but if we are rational, let us, while
accepting the teaching it affords, bestow
some thought on the means of overcoming
the calamity. If, iu our voyage, we have
encountered whirlpools if our ship has
proved unseaworthy and our lives are in
danger, let us first make for the port, in-

stead of going dowu with curses of the ves-

sel upon our lips; let us consider of a new
model, whea we are safe and have need of
another vessel.

We know very well that unlimited sus-jKjnsi- ou

of specie payment by the Banks,
both as jo number and time, U hazardous,
and is only justified by the sternest neces-
sity. It is liable to the greatest abuses,
and in some instances, may enable irres-
ponsible banks to realize large profits from
a purely fictitious capital, and even with-

out capital, upou a were-- credit, which at
best is worthless. It is a coarse or privi
lege liable to the greatest abuses and even

i with banks that are houest and sol rent, of
great delicacy. It unquestionably affords

i a power of discount and exchange, which
j would otherwise be Impossible, and the ju--j

tiicious use of thia power, not to overstep
' the line of the actual want of the people,
, is the difficulty. We think that under such

aispensions, every effort, cf tue Lanka
shoald be directed to the paramount object
intended, and whea that object is uttaincd,

they should af once be discontinued. We
have recommended to tha Legislature to
legalize suspensions. This step requires
caution, and l;uch favor should only be
shown where the banks are undoubtedly
solvent. If anv bank in the State is rot--

ten, unable to fulfill its engagements, we
have,xio hesitation in saving that it ought,
to go down, that all power of further evil
should be taken from it, at once and for- -

ver, . .Many of, the banks which have, al-

ready, suspended, have voluntarily made.
statements of their condition. Let all
others do the same thing, and if the Legis-

lature is. not satisfied, let itadopt such
measures as will disclose the true condition
of all the banks of the State, at the mo-

ment they propose to suspend, and then le-

galize such as will contribute to the public
good. In our judgment some such course
could and should be adopted. - This is the
dictate, as well of common sense as of com
mon prudence. The assets of banks are
like those of the farmer or mechanic; the
one has bills and notes, &c, the other
has lands, or tools, and crops, or wares
all of sufficient value to pay the debts of
the holder or owner when sold. . But while
they remain unsold and unrealized, they are,
in a measure worthless. The same princi-

ple, or policy which precipitate banks, un-

der such circumstances, into hopeless bank-

ruptcy, would take the horses, cattle and
crops from the farmer, and the tools and
ready made wares from the mechanic, and
put them under the Sheriff's hammer in
the one case without investigation, in the
other without judgment.

Xlie Itank of Tennessee.

Such other liabilities for bonds isued .y the
State, and other funds advanced bv the State com-
posing its capital, belong to the State, aud as such
under the pledge of the Slate could not be used in
opposition to its oiber creditors. So that near
seven millions of means are under the coutrol of
the Directory to meet liabilities but little eiceeding
three millions of dollars. No man holding any
claims against the Bank need apprehend the slight-
est daugt--r of its payment.
